The president s Muscle Shoals inquiry board has made its 
report, o r ‘reports. 
The majority reports thai it has no op­ 
tion under the national defenseTtet os IPlfi, that it is really 
tied up by that act, which decrees that in t me the great 
plant must be u» ed for making fertilizer ami in time of war 
for making explosives. 
The report favors private operation, 
but it has been found that no private interest sees any attrac­ 
tive profit in making fertilizer, 
it is reeomrm ruled that if a 
lesaee can not be found by the government, then there should 
be government, operation, this to the revret of the members 
who believe that private operation is greatly }*r* triable. Vet 
the government should operate rather than allow the plant 
longer to remain idle. 
The minority report equally opposes 
government operation, and recommends that part of the pow­ 
er developed be reserved for fertilizer manufacture and the 
remainder leased “ for tho manufacture eithe** of fertilizers 
or of electro-chemical and electric furnace nr ducts.”
